Ac-
cording to the evidence of witnesses
the killing waa In self defence Tho
parties hovo been living down on
the river Juat north of Dustin In
i his county.

Wallers had bought a little ntoro
and eating house belonging to a
man mimed Brady, and Brady had
left a fow dishes at the place until
Wallets could secure others. On
Sunday, Brady sent his brother, l.ee
Brady, after the dishes, Mrs. Waller
got them for Brady and when Brady
claimed that there was one plate
missing, Mrs. Wallers Immediately
put In one of hers to make up the
Khortage, she claiming that the dlh
had been broken, When Mrs. Wal-
lers not out three glasflc. Brady
claimed there wore flva left with
her, Mrs. Wallcrn denied this and
Brady began cursing her. Wallers
demanded that he quit using such
language to his wife and Brady
began cursing him and demanded
that Wallers come outside mid fight.
At first Wallers refused but finally
started to t'o out when his wife
caught hold of him and pcruadod
him not to go out.

Brady went out stating f"hat he
would make him come out. He went
to a wagon, picked up a shot gun,
laid It down and secured a revolver.
He went back Into tho house and
throwing tho gun on Mrs, Wnllers.
mnde her throw up her hands. At
this time Wallers called to Brady to
drop his gun. Instead of obeying
Wallers Brady turned with the evi-
dent Intent of shooting Wallers
when ho was shot In the faco by
the defendant. It wat shown that
Brady had boon drinking and was
evidently hunting for trouble.
